But once for all, if you do not 
help us in this, the hour ot our 
extremity, pay your subscription, 
redeem your pledges, I will say 
that in the future there need be 
no worry about a College, for 
there will be no chnrob, and the 
prond boHBt ot the tierman Bsp- 
tiate will b« true, that no taction 
that ever lettthem ever amounted 
to anything, for you cannot hooe 
to do anything when yon have 
DO ynune men in the oh arch to 
work for iis welfare. 

Kow again, I pledge myself 
that as soon se the first payment 
ie made on this College to per- 
eonally snlicit every man in Ash- 
land able to pay a dollar on this 
debt, to do so, and I know every 
other young man in the Board 
of Ti uetees will say Ameu to this 
and do tb«jir work equally well.

Bat there are too many church 
terms or theological expressions 
that are used, and very tew are 
able to grasp at. the meaning. 
The words nsuaily used in pass- 
ing the bread and wine are in- 
etances of what I refer to. "Tbe 
bread which we break ia ;he oom4 
munion ot the body of Christ." 
And again, "The cup of the New 
Testament ia the coinmuniou of 
tbe blood of Christ." Although 
I know about what it means, still 
I cannot grapple with the sen- 
tence as uttered at our commun- 
ions. "This is my body," "Thii 
is my blood," and wonld it be an 
innovation to 4ay, "This ia the 
Lord's body," etc.

About elerec years ago, I decided to 
read tbe Blble|for myself to see wbat 
denomination was rlgbt. I went at it 
in dead aaraest, and read It through 
wlthoat missing a vena. And I nevsi 
waa Bsore bewUdaied in mj life than I 


was tbtD. Eventually I read ItUirougb 
the second lime. Th!s time with more 
■ucovss. I inherit no special interpret 
atlon, and went into the atudy of re- 
lltrton nnprelndloed N«d anbiased. I 
did my own thinking and concluding ; 
that msy account tor some of my odd 
ideas. But t am free from hotjbiec. I 
hold no opinion on any of the debate- 
able questions thut I will be too posi- 
tive upon. For we are all human. To 
be human is to be liable to error. 

But as our dear brother ao earnestly 
fequeats me to couBlder aome passagse, 
I will do so. 

In the Qrst place, I am requested to 
read part of Luke SS: 43, an the comma 
may be mlsput. 1 took down my Greek 
Testttmeiit, and I Hnd thestubbom 
comma rittht sfter ''1 say unto thee." 

It teems to me however, that the 
Lord would have said "I oay unto thee 
now, thou Shalt b« with ne iu Para- 
dise," rather than "I aay unto thee to. 
day," because "today'* In tbat relation 
seems odd and out ot place, "Now" 
would have doue better, I did not 
place tbe comma there, I Just leave it 
where I found it. 

But we will psaa on to "ParadlBe." 
The reaaon I apuke so positively about 
Farad iae was becauae I so read it in the 
scripture. In 2 Cor. 12: :i, we read : "1 
knew a man in Christ above fourteen 
years ago, . . . sucb an one caught up 
to the third heaven." Then In veree 
third and fcurlh, same chapter, the 
same man (Paul) b* way of ampbaais 
repeats, "And I knew such a man, 
.... How tbat be was caught upinto 
PARADISE." According to my rule of 
understaDding latiguage, ' Paradise" 
and "third heaven" are synonomous. 

Again in Kevelatlon 2: 7, we read, 
"To bim that overcomsth will I give 
to e<tt o( the tree ot life which Is in the 
midst of the parsdiae of God.' 

p9r<idei$o», the Greek of the word 
under consideration is used In the Sep. 
tuagiut, tbe Greek traunlatlou of the 
Bible for the Garden of Eden. 

These now are the only placea in the 
New Testament where it la uaed, name- 
ly : i Cor. 1:1 : 4, Rev. 2 : 7, both quoted 
atmve, and Luke 23 r 13. "1 mj unto 
thee, today shalt thou be with me in 
Paradise." 

Now this, my brother, is my proof. 
If that ia not strong enough, tlien lan- 
guage is of no use. Indeed, if In the 
face of this common sense proof, you 
will still maintain Paradise to be some- 
thing else, I do not wonder that ttiere 
are those wbo strongly twlieve baptism 
to be sprinkling, 

I do not know that I fully understand 
our brother when be b'.nts that Abra- 
ham's "bosom" means Abraham's 
"land." It would read "And waa car- 
ried by the angels into Abraham's 
laud.'' If this means the immediate 
presence of God I have n ■ objection, 
although I do not see the necessity of 
tbe change. I consider "Abraham's 
boaom'' a pbrase denoting that tbe beg- 
gar was sbeitered and loved and em- 
braced by Abraham, the fatber of the 
fall hf III, In the laud of rest. 

Now, the rea>ua I drst arrived at the 
couciiision that the aoula of the depart- 
ed go to their eternal destiny, especially 
the righteous to the presence of God, 
18 founded on certain pussages I found 
in iteveiations, tiacked up by much cir- 
cumstantial evideuce elsewhere, and 
tlie at)seQce of contradiction. 

In Rev. 6:S, •'And wlien he had 
opened tbe Dfth seal, I saw under tbe 
altar the souls of tliem thut are alaiu 
for tbe word of God, and for the lesti- 
mmy which they held." Then in tbe 
next verse we learn that these were lu- 
habltunts on the earth 

Then turnlDg to Eev. T : 14 where 
John bas a couversatlou wlih one of 
the elders, and the reply comes, ''These 
are tbey which came out of great trib- 
ulation, and have washed their relies 
and made tbem white in the blood of 
the Umb." 

Then at the trsna figuration Moaes 
and Ellas appeared to the diaclplea. 
Where did they come from 9 

I sm surry I was nut right when i 
said that it was the universal belief of 
Christians, and worse than nil, some of 
ttiem tbe "ablest Bible studeuta and 
critics." I really thought they would 
think as I did. However, I must still 
ataed where I am, with a 1^ number 
on my side than I thought I had. 

But I wondbr if my brother wUl ac- 
cept these "ableM Bible students and 
critics" OD baptism and the Lord's sup- 
per and feet washing, 

I have one consolation left, tbat Ibeae 
"ablest Bible studenU and critics" are 
but men. As long as I have the scrips 
tures with me, I can dispense with the 
otbeis. 
Oh jM, I nearlr forgot that you asked 
me to read "In their easiest sense" 
rroT.n:Sl,ao here It Is: "Behold, 
tbe rtuhleofia aball be reoompaased In 
tbe eartb : mudi more the wkiked and 


tbasltioer." Tben I eouM not nnder- 
staod tills to mean anytttlng but tbat 
there Is a reward in this life for doing 
good, astbere isevll and poniahment 
in tbls lite for wrong deing. Tbe Lord 
'Jeans teaches this doctrine. 

It may be possible that 1 have not 
besn as explicit as 1 ouabt to bave 
been. But 1 am very busy getting out 
my new book. 

By tlie way, the first sheets of my 
new tMMk are in tbe printer's bands. 
The title will be "The Goapel according 
to Jesus." It will be au exposition of 
the ordinances of the ohurch, showing 
the design, and tbe benedt the sonl 
shonld eniey from observing tiiem, 
Edward Uason.
